Of Indochina 


WASHINGTON, April 16—One 
of those street polls likely would 
produce the fact that relatively 

few Ameritans 
are aware of 
the Geneva Con- 
ference set for 
April 26. 
Fewer still 
Bare aware that 
the United 
States might 
come out with- 
out her allies of 
France and 
Britain and be 
forced to stand 
elone in her Asiatic policy which 
is to resist Communist aggres- 
sion there. 

A concerted effort has been 
made at the convention of news- 
paper editors here to sell the 
importance of such resistance 
and delegates have been urgent- 
ly asked to inform the reader- 
ship of their newspapers of the 
importance of the Asiatic policy. 
The chiefs of staffs and the Vice 
President have been among those 
who say that loss of Indochina 
would be a disaster to the United 
States and that if risks are not 
now taken it will be impossible to 
take any two or three years from 
now. 


Not Popular 


That the policy is not popular 
is known and admitted. That it 
is politically harmful is also 
known. But the national leaders 
see a world victory for the Com- 
munist forces if this nation does 
not take the lead. 

A high government official said 
today that he expected the 
French and British to stand for 
a negotiated end to the war in 
Indochina, but that the United 
States cannot so agree. It is 
possible for this country to suf- 
fer a grave and far-reaching dip- 
lomatic defeat at Geneva which 
would leave us as a great mili- 
tary power lacking allies or sup- 
porters. 

This country will not agree at 
Geneva to any deal whereby Red 
China would be admitted to the 
United Nations.as a price for 
calling off the war in Indochina. 
Both British and French diplo- 
mats are expected to support 
such a deal. 

If Geneva is a defeat for this 
country, then we will be closer 
to war in Asia. 

The same high official said 
that United States supplies to 
the embattled French are ade- 
quate. What is lacking is 
trained native troops and, even 
more critical, is the will on their 
part to fight. If the French were 
pulled out. the Communists 
would be in complete control 
within a month. 


The administration obviously 
sees the war in Indochina aimed 
indirectly at Japan. That nation 
must trade with Southeast Asia 
to live. Her economy already 
suffers from lack of trading ter- 
ritory. If Southeast Asia goes 
Communist then Japan will 
starve, or capitulate. 


Harassed and Worried 


It is a harassed and worried 
government which now seeks, 
almost desperately, to inform 
the people, still shocked by 
Korea, that there may be more 
war ahead. 

The President has taken the 
almost unprecedented step of 
informing Western European 
countries that an attack on any 
member of the European De- 
fense Commypnity would be con- 
sidered a threat to the security 
of the United States, and that 
the United States will continue 
to retain her military forces in 
West Germany as long as a 
threat to its*security exists. The 
President also held out a prom- 
ise of extending to the European 
defense nations atomic weapons 
for defense. 

Both Italy and France have 
delayed ratification of that EDC 
treaty. Both these nations have 
strong elements which wish to 
appease Communist aggressions 
in Asia. The United States, with 
Geneva coming up, obviously is 
seeking to reassure a_ jittery 
Europe and to sustain the gov- 
ernments now in existence, hop- 
ing for early EDC ratification. 

So it is that, while-the public 
continues to be intrigued by the 
Dr. Oppenheimer case, by Mc- 
Carthy and the Army feud, the 
administration is most con- 
cerned with the complex prob- 
lem of Indochina. It is obvieus 
that the leaders of the govern- 
ment, both military and execu- 
tive, are gravely concerned and 
deeply worried by events in 
that theater? They plainly state 
that they regard a Communist 
victory in Asia as something 
which in time would bring dis- 
aster and defeat to this country.

‘dent today. Reports of pitted or pock-marked automo- 
bile windshields spread south of Olympia, the capital of 
Washington, and north across the Canadian border to 
Victoria, British Columbia. At the same time, the menace 
appeared to be growing throughout northwest Washing- 
ton as reports of damaged windshields swamped police 
switchboards. 

Investigations into 
terious phenomenon thus far 
have produced no answer to what 
is causing the windshields sud- 
denly to show up with pits of 
varying size. Theories range all 
the way from simply defective 
glass to harmful industrial ash 
to ‘‘fallout’’ of dust from H-bomb 
tests in the Pacific. 
LONDON OUTBREAK 

In London, where a _ similar 
outbreak of pitted windshields 
caused a furor over a two-year 
period, authorities said investi- 
gations showed nothing more 
than ‘‘mass psychology.”’

Can't Be Forecast 


The theme for discussion below falls, perhaps, 
in that realm defined by the young lady perusing 
a philisophy textbook. 


‘This stuff,’’ she said, 


‘‘comes in one eye and goes out the other.” 


It's 
that causes the blinking. 

In some fields it is becoming 
evident the Republicans do not 
find the idea of ‘‘big government” 
altogether repugnant. The papers 
this week give illustrations. 

A highway construction bill went 
to the White House for the Presi- 
dent's signature. One might imag- 
ine that such a bill would in con- 
formity with the declared GOP 
policy contain a reduction in funds. 
The. opposite is true. 

States under the new legislation 
will get $91,000,000 more yearly 
than they now are receiving. Truly 
federal aid on a bigger basis. 

Georgia is an example of this 
increased assistance. The 1954-55 
federal program gives. Georgia 
$13,335,300. The state under the 
new 1956-57 legislation will get ap- 
proximately $20,300.000, an_ in- 
crease of considerable magnitude 
—65 per cent to be exact. 

Another example of U.S. aid is 
the agriculture money bill ap- 
proved this week. It provides over 
$21 millions more for farm pro- 
grams than first contemplated by 
the Administration. Some of the 
farm activities reduced by com- 
mittee action were restored. 

The government also is taking 
new steps in the field of health.

The Hill-Burton program for con- 
struction of general hospitals by 
the states, with federal aid, is be- 
ing maintained and an even great- 
er hospital plan is in the works. 

The new planning is for federal 
assistance in the construction of 
hospitals for the chronically ill. 
The exact limits of this program 
will not be known until terms of 
the legislation are shaped by the 
Congress. 

In general, the concept is that 
more facilities will be provided for 
those in what one health official 
described as the “twilight zone’ 
of disease — those afflicted with 
lingering illnesses. 

One cannot know what balance 
will be established in the adminis- 
tration’s approach to aiding the 
states. A good many services have 
been cut back, but such evidence 
as the road program, the hospital 
program, and restoration of farm 
cuts indicates thinking along the 
Potomac is not completely in line 
with previous Republican . indica- 
tions that the states would be left 
more and more to their own finam- 
cial devices in caring for the needs 
of their people.

Wins New Haven

Patrick B. McGinnis, a 49-year-old New York financier wha 


headed the Central of Georgia Railroad for a short time last 
won control of the $500,000,000 New York, New 

Haven and Hartford Railroad after an all-night 
™ proxy battle at a stoc kholders’ meeting. 

The McGinnis forces won 11 of 21 director- 
ships on the New Haven, and thereby ended the 
three-year regime of Frederic C. (Buck) Du- 
maine as president. 

McGinnis’ connection with the Central of 
Georgia, other than as a stockholder, was brief. 
On Jan. 16, 1953, he was elected a director and 
chairman of the board. He moved into the line's 
Savannah headquarters, where he stayed for two 
and one-half months. On April 2, 1953, he re- 
signed and was succeeded by Allison W,. Led- 
better, present chairman of the Central.

Central officials say they were not awar® of it, 


It all started in 1948 when the father of the defeated New 
Haven president became boss of the Connecticut railroad with

Toys Stressed 
As Medium to 
Solve Worries

How does a child solve prob- 
lems? 

And why will one child play 
with a toy for hours and an- 
other discard 
minutes? 


The man who knows the 
answers is Dr. B. Von Haller 
Gilmer, head of the depart- 
ment of psychology at Carne- 
gie Tech, one of the top pan- 
elists at the 46th annual meet- 
ing of the Southern Society for 
Philosophy and Psychology cur- 
rently in session at the Bilt- 
more, 


WORK VS. PLAY 

“A toy is the best medium 
for solving problems,’’ he said 
Friday. ‘‘And, too, toys are the 
tools which children use to ad- 
just themselves to their own 
environment. Up until the age 
of seven a child is going 
through a training period. It's 
the groundwork for the future. 
Children can concentrate on 
toys better than most people 
realize, provided, of course, 
that the child gets something 
that interests him. 

‘It is obvious that there is 
a difference between a work 
task such as reading and the 
activities ‘a child engages in 
playing with a toy. We have 
found in tests that a toy specifi- 
cally designed to help a child 
learn number concepts held his 
attention three times as long 
as having him work with num- 


bers in a more conventional 
way.” 

GOOD TOY 

The toy,  add-a-load-truck, 


was cited as an excellent. ex- 
ample for a child to learn to 
add and subtract, the expert 
said. 

Dr. Gilmer’s study (there 
were a total of 681 children 
used) was conducted jointly 
with Dr, Kenneth E. Moyer, 
assistant professor in the de- 
partment at Carnegie Tech, 
who ifs currently in Norway as 
an educational adviser to the 
Norwegian Institute of Tech- 
nology.
